SEA FUEL TRANSFER 
SPARKS SPILL FEAR

MILLIONS of tonnes of crude oil is 
to be transferred between ships off 
Margate, sparking fears of a poten- 


tially massive spill. 

A new refuelling service will pump more 
than two million tonnes of crude oil a year 
between ships just five miles off Margate. 

Thanet councillor Alasdair Bruce, also 
known across the isle as geology expert the 
Rock Doc, said: “I consider it highly irresponsi- 
ble for a company to be undertaking an opera- 
tion of this nature so close to our shores. 

“They are putting our coastline at risk via a 
commercial operation and I would like to see 
the authorities taking a stronger line. 

“The Thanet coast is protected by almost 
every designation you can put on it, including 
being a Site of Special Scientific Interest. 

“Were there to be a spill, there is every con- 
ceivable possibility the prevailing winds would 
blow the heavy oil on to our shores, whether at 
high tide or low tide. 

“Apparently, the company can cope with 
minor spills, but there doesn’t seem to be mit- 
igation in place to deal with a major spill.” 

The venture was set up by Cockett Marine 
Oil and the Port of London Authority (PLA), 
which granted the company anchorage within 
its boundaries. 

The service comprises two ships: the LS 
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Jamie, built in 2009, and the larger and older 
LS Christine. Visiting vessels are moored 
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alongside and supplied via hoses with the 
thick bunker oil used by most large ships, con- 
sidered one step up from the bitumen used to

Town council 


votes against 
night flights 


RAMSGATE Town Council has voted not to support 
night flights at Manston Airport. 


At a full council meeting on 
Wednesday last week, 11 of the 13 
councillors present voted against 
proposals to extend Manston’s oper- 
ating hours and grant it an annual 
night flying quota. 

Cllrs Barbara Byne and Gerry 
O’Donnell abstained and Cllr Jill 
Kirby chose not to vote for fear of 
jeopardising her Thanet council vote. 

Cllrs Peter Landi and Steve Ward 
were absent. 

The council also agreed to ask the 
airport working party to conduct an 
urgent review into how well the 
existing section 106 flight regula- 
tions are being implemented. 

Calls by Cllr O’Donnell for a full 
public inquiry into the running of the 
airport followed by a referendum 
were not seconded on grounds of 
time and expense. 

In the audience were representa- 
tives for residents’ associations, 
Thanet councillors and anti-night 
flights campaigners. 

Charles Buchanan, chief executive 
of airport operator Infratil, answered 
questions from councillors and the 
public before the vote. He began by 
addressing news that Thanet 
District Council has delayed the pub- 
lic consultation into night flying. 

Mr Buchanan said: “Thanet council 
commissioned their own review of 
our impact statement and have 
requested more information, detail 
and further clarification. 

“Clearly we are disappointed that 
as a result they have put our applica- 
tion on hold, but we understand it is 
vital there is a full, clear, open public 
debate on this matter so the complex 
issues are fully understood.” 

Asurvey carried out by the council 
on behalf of residents received 238 
responses. Sixty-nine per cent 
opposed the night flights application 
and 74 per cent had concerns. 

The survey was limited as many 
respondents came from the CT11 
postcode area. 

When questioned in the town cen- 
tre, 53 people responded in favour of 
the airport, with 58 against. 

Mr Buchanan said: “There are two 
reasons for night flights. First, for 
delayed flights built up through the

day; and second for when night flying 
is planned and scheduled. We run the 
risk of airlines relocating their entire 
operation elsewhere, as has been 
seen in the past. We need the flexibil- 
ity to remain competitive and to sus- 
tain and develop the employment 
opportunities we offer. 

“We're committed to growing our 
passenger services, but they don’t 
meet the costs of running an airport. 
Our presence in the cargo market 
makes the greatest contribution to 
our finances at the moment.” 

Objections raised included ques- 
tions of potential health impacts of 
night-time noise, the lack of enforce- 
ment of controls and the speculative 
nature of the company’s projected 
growth and associated benefits, par- 
ticularly to employment. 

Cllr Michelle Fenner said: “Why 
are night flights so crucial for expan- 
sion? How do you see their impact on 
regeneration in Ramsgate?” 

Mr Buchanan replied: “There is a 
host of academic work looking at eco- 
nomic regenerative effects of regional 
airports in the wider economy and in 
particular the tourist economy.” 

Councillors and audience members 
remained unconvinced. 

Cllr David Carr said: “I live under 
the flight path and I find the flights 
appallingly loud. I'm asleep in bed 
and I am more or less shaken out of 
bed by the decibels. 

“What is the benefit for Ramsgate 
when people are going to leave and 
their houses are devalued? I don’t see 
it being made up by the impact of 
alleged tourism. Businesses will 
come at the expense of residents.” 


Minister learns 
of isle business 
needs at lunch 


TRANSPORT minister Philip 
Hammond met isle businessmen and 
MPs in Margate to discuss the future 
of the railway, the possibility of a new 
station at Manston and to hear their 
concerns. 

Mr Hammond met Thanet MPs 
Roger Gale and Laura Sandys during 
a business lunch at Salmestone 
Grange, Margate, on Friday. 

Mr Hammond, who drove from 
London, was delayed for the meeting 
by the sale of High Speed 1 to a con- 
sortium of Canadian investment 
funds which paid £2.1 billion to oper- 
ate the tracks for the next 30 years. 

Mr Hammond said: “The next 
phase is to expand the network to 
include more stations, introducing 
competition and driving up value. 

“They would not have paid this 
much unless they were intent on 
expanding the service in order to 
earn a good return. 

“We have achieved a good settle- 
ment for transport and are investing 
a further £18bn in the rail network. 
We have no concrete plans but will be 
looking for priority investments for 
2014.” 


Subsidies 


David Foley, chief executive of the 
Thanet and East Kent Chamber of 
Commerce, outlined issues he wished 
to discuss. 

Mr Foley said: “The business com- 
munity welcomes the budget with its 
emphasis on the private sector and 
development. However, there are 
three areas of concern. 

“First, there are National 
Insurance subsidies available for 
start-up companies in areas of the 
country with one per cent unemploy- 
ment from which the South East is 
excluded, including Thanet which 
has ten per cent unemployment. 

“Second, we encourage the minister 
to consider a parkway station with 
high-speed link at Manston. Airports 
bring jobs and we welcome Infratil’s 
plans to expand and invest in the 
area. 

“Third we need to address empty 
rates legislation which was intro- 
duced in 2007 and has been devastat- 
ing. Commercial properties worth 
more than £18,000 are charged busi- 
ness rates even when not operating, 
so people are not investing. 

“This is doing more damage to com- 
mercial properties than the 
Luftwaffe managed during the war. 

“In April, last year, Mr Hammond 
said he would like to see this act abol- 
ished and I intend to remind him of 
that.” 

The Rating (Empty Properties) Act 
2007 was introduced to lower rents 
by forcing landlords to lease proper- 
ties in order to cover their costs, 
rather than waiting for higher offers. 


Pervert's past leads to jail term 


A MENTAL-health social worker 
from Broadstairs who _ sexually 
abused a young girl has been jailed 
for four years. 

Michael Pointon, 42, from Prince 
Andrew Road was sentenced on 
Thursday last week at Canterbury 
Crown Court for a range of offences, 
including indecent assault and gross 
indecency. 

He will be added to the sex offend- 
ers register and received a sexual- 


offences prevention order to restrict 
his activities upon release. 

Pointon called a friend in 
November 2009 and admitted 
touching an eight-year-old girl— now 
aged 17 — and forcing her to touch 
him, before handing himself in at 
Margate police station. 

Detective Constable Kirsty Verier, 
the investigating officer, said: “This 
girl had her childhood disrupted and 
disturbed by an individual who saw 


her as easy pickings and was intent 
on his own sexual gratification. 

“It is testament to her spirit that 
she has grown into a strong woman. 

“This case is an example of how 
Thanet’s child protection team and 
social services work together. 

“Regardless of a person’s occupa- 
tion and public face, there is no hid- 
ing place for such criminality and 
this demonstrates every case will be 
thoroughly investigated.”

ASUCCESSFUL new business that 
quadrupled its size in two years has 
outgrown its home at the innovation 
centre which fostered its growth. 

Marlowe Innovation Centre is cel- 
ebrating the graduation of its first 
tenant, Elec-Sec, as it moves to big- 
ger premises in Margate. 

The electrical and security compa- 
ny was the first fledgling firm to 
move into the Ramsgate centre in 
August, 2008, but business quickly 
boomed and having grown from four 
to 17 employees it has now moved 
into a building three times the size 
of its earlier workspace. 

Andy Burnap, Elec-Sec director, 
said: “Moving to the innovation cen- 
tre was the best thing we could have 
done. We'd been working from home 
and at first the rent seemed a lot to 
pay, but once we were there we won- 
dered how we survived before. 

“The support they offer small busi- 
nesses is fantastic. The centre 
arranged seminars and talks, and 
the abundance of free advice and 
help was like a safety net. It gave us 
the confidence to take on bigger and 
better projects.” 

Elec-Sec moved out on September 
17 and has been trading in its new 
premises ever since.

tarmac roads. Both ships are 
anchored in the Queens Channel, 
five miles off the isle, within the 
Margate and Long Sands 
Marine Conservation Zone. 

Martin Garside, spokes- 
man for the PLA, defended 
the operation: “Bunkering in 
the area is nothing new, but 
by bringing it within our 
authority we are much bet- 
ter able to monitor it. 

“The new ship-refuelling 
service and the back-up oil-

resilient. Full operational and 
environmental risk assessments have 
been carried out. Extensive consult- 
ation with statutory bodies and local 
authorities has been carried out, 
including with the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency [MCA]. 

“Not a single person has been in 
touch to complain and all the feedback 
we've had has been positive.” 

Thanet council said the operation 
was outside its jurisdiction and it had 
not been consulted. 

The MCA said that since the opera- 
tion was within PLA-regulated waters 
the protocol was to simply be aware 
of it. 

The company predicts that it will 
supply at least a million tonnes of oil 
in its first year, with the possibility of 
expanding to meet demand. 

Nigel Collingwood, director of Edge 
Enviro Services, an oil-spill response 


company based in Minster, said: “This 
has been very quietly done, without 
consultation with local groups. Having 
been in the business 20 years and 
being a mariner, I wasn't 
impressed by the so-called con- 
tingency plans for accidents. I 
would be happy if it was prop- 
erly done, but at the moment 
it’s nowhere near what’s need- 
ed. The first line of defence is 
the fishermen’s association, 
who have had a one-day train- 
ing course and are expected to 
respond to any problem 24 
hours, a way of getting round 
the fact they are meant to have 
a pollution vessel on standby.” 

There are no official weather guide- 
lines for trading. A Cockett Group 
spokesman said: “We rely on the mas- 
ter of the tanker to make the decision 
to stop trading, but we are not under 
constraints to decline when the 
weather is bad. Historically, accidents 
have happened when aged vessels 
have broken up, but we are using 
modern ships and our anchorage is 
sheltered from prevailing winds.” 

The PLA confirmed it would rely on 
the judgement of the pilot and its 
operation centre on any operation to 
stop trading. Robert Thompson, gen- 
eral supply manager for the Cockett 
Group, said: “Refuelling at sea has 
previously been largely unregulated. 

“Thanks to the new Cockett Group 
service and its work with the PLA, the 
coast and Channel now have a higher 
level of protection than for years.” 
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Isle warned over 


digital ‘scramble’ 


VIEWERS on the isle have been warned 
that the much-heralded digital TV 
switchover may not guarantee an end to 
interference and pixel scramble. 

Thanet is one of the worst districts in 
the UK for poor reception due to its prox- 
imity to France, with parts of 
Canterbury also suffering from white 
noise affecting what would usually be 
the strongest terrestrial channels. 

Kent’s digital switchover will take 
place in 2012, but the Government min- 
ister responsible, Ed Vaizey, has warned 
that it may not be the answer to viewers’ 
prayers. 

“There is, unfortunately, no absolute 
right to TV coverage,” he said during a 
Parliamentary debate. 

“Nevertheless, we want as many peo- 
ple as possible to have access to a service 
the vast majority enjoys, and Ofcom is 
doing all it reasonably can to ensure 
viewers have access to digital terrestrial 
TV after switchover.”

There are 10 television transmitters 
serving the Meridian region, of which 
four — Bluebell Hill, Dover, Margate and 
Tunbridge Wells — are in Kent. 

But despite both the Dover and 
Margate transmitters serving Thanet, 
some areas of the district — Broadstairs 
in particular — suffer extremely poor 
reception on both analogue and digital 
equipment. 

Mr Vaizey added that the only suitable 
location for a new transmitter would be 
on the top of Thanet College in 
Broadstairs, but the college is concerned 
such equipment might prevent future 
development of the site. 

The debate was secured by Thanet 
South MP Laura Sandys. 

Ms Sandys, who has been busy high- 
lighting the issue, said: “We in Thanet no 
longer want to be left at the end of the 
line or without a signal.”

THE isle was lit up over the week- 
end as fire-fighters were called to 
out-of-control bonfires, torched 


cars and burning bin-bags. 

The activity started at 4.57pm on Friday 
with a call to a bonfire at a house in 
Ashburnham Road, Ramsgate. 

The occupant was armed with a garden 
hose, but the size of the fire and the threat 
posed by high winds prompted firemen to 
dampen the flames. 

Just before 8pm, both crews from 
Ramsgate were called to five tonnes of 
rubbish ablaze near trees in a well-known 
flytipping area on a road in Ebbsfleet. 

Witnesses had seen people setting off fire- 
works in the area and fire-fighters spent 
more than an hour putting out the flames 
and checking the undergrowth. 

Meanwhile, crews in Margate tackled a 
small rubbish fire in a field by Dane Valley 
Road before being called to an unattended 
bonfire in Athelstan Road at 9.19pm. 

With no one in sight, the fire had grown far 
too large for the yard and was threatening 
the property and fence next door. 

The crew put out the blaze with hose-reels. 

At 9.50pm, firemen were called to a house 
in Shakespeare Road, Birchington, where 
the owner was burning timber and furniture, 
again without any fire-fighting equipment.

Landlords against 


A NEW selective licensing scheme for 
Cliftonville West and Margate Central 
will charge landlords for tenants’ bad 
behaviour and penalise poor property 
management. 

If plans are passed, every landlord pri- 
vately leasing a house, flat or room in the 
area will require a five-year licence, cost- 
ing £525 per unit, to continue operating. 

The licence will impose management, 
fire safety and antisocial behaviour condi- 
tions on the property-owner, with fines of 
up to £5,000 for breaches and £20,000 for 
unlicensed leases. 

Many landlords, however, are unhappy 
with what some view to be a blanket tax 
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Nicholas at Wade, at 2.10 on Saturday morn- 
ing to a homeowner burning logs and timber. 
Fire-fighters checked the scene but found the 
fire under control, despite its odd timing. 

As well as bonfires, fire-fighters tackled 
two blazing cars at the weekend, a Nissan 
Navara Sport in Ramsgate and a Fiat Tipo in 
Birchington, both believed to have been stolen.

Kent Fire and Rescue Service is urging res- 
idents to enjoy their winter bonfires without 
compromising on safety. 

Lawrence Pater, Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service’s community safety manager, said: 
“Fire can spread easily, so where and how 
you build your bonfire is important. 

“Build it well clear of buildings, garden 
sheds, fences, hedges and overhanging 
branches and don’t use petrol or paraffin to 
get the fire going — it may get out of control 
quickly. 

“Always keep a bucket of water or a 
hosepipe nearby in case of emergency and 
make sure the fire is out before leaving. 

“Never leave a bonfire unattended and if it 
gets out of control, never try to tackle it your- 
self as it could get out of control. Always call 
the fire and rescue service.”

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Campaigners connect 
with MP over climate

RAMSGATE people concerned 
about the environment have met 
isle MP Laura Sandys as part of the 


national Big Climate Connection. 

The Stop Climate Chaos coalition asked 
groups and individuals across the country to 
lobby their MPs to raise the environment on 
the political agenda ahead of climate talks in 
Cancun, Mexico. 

Eleven campaigners met Thanet South MP 
Ms Sandys on Friday last week at Ramsgate 
Library and addressed issues concerning them, 
including the Government’s energy-efficiency 
initiative The Green Deal, carbon emissions 
and climate finance. 

Sadie Britton, 42, Big Connect coordinator, 
said: “As a mother, I have a responsibility to 
protect my children’s future on our planet 
which, through our recklessness, may not be 
able to provide for their needs. 

“We need to unite and take action locally and 
globally to hold governments and corporations 
to account for their action or inaction.” 

The collective found a willing audience in Ms 
Sandys, a member of the Energy and Climate 
Change Select Committee and who cited her 
father’s contribution to the Clean Air Act of 1956. 

Ms Sandys said: “I don’t see the difference 
with what goes on with the melting of the

Himalayas and what goes on here. We face food 
price-hikes and increases in piracy due to cli- 
mate change. The environment is not a soft 
issue — it’s the future of this country and 
domestic and global security.” 

The lobbyists asked for a firm stance on poor- 
ly-insulated private rented buildings and help 
to make older properties fuel efficient. 

Ms Sandys said: “The Green Deal is the 
largest national programme this government 
will address. I have spoken to the department 
for energy and climate change about making 
Thanet a hub for green jobs and green indus- 
tries and I have had meetings with Canterbury 
Christ Church University and Thanet College 
about offering insulation accreditation.

Q did the The Cupcake Café start? 


I live in Margate and have worked in the 

area for the last six or seven years, although 
my parents used to own a guest house here that 
I would visit when I was living in London. I 
opened the small shop next door about a year 
ago. It was just going to be open a few days a 
week as a hobby because I had another job 
with a property company. That company was 
folding, so I needed to decide what I was going to 
do — either go and get another job or make the 
shop into a full-time business. We had a really 
busy summer and decided to expand into the 
empty shop next door. 


How is business in the new premises? 


We reopened on Saturday, October 23, and 

we've had a lot of people coming in who 
didn’t know we were here before as we didn’t 
have a big shop window. We had a seating area 
upstairs next door, but it wasn’t very obvious — 
now they can see other people in here. Cake 
orders have gone up as well, as people have 
more confidence that we're a proper shop and 
know what we're doing. Normally, people 
collect, but we do the occasional delivery — we 
can do pretty much anything. Cupcakes, baby 
showers, we've done a couple of weddings and 
we supply other outlets — we supply a hair- 
dressers who take an order and give them out 
to their customers. 


Q"" did the idea for a cupcake café come from? 


My background isn’t particularly foodie — 

the cupcake idea just came from looking at 
things going on further afield in London and 
America. I thought ‘That looks like it’s going to 
be popular, I could have a go at that’. I wanted 
some kind of shop, something that would be 
fun to do that my sisters could share in. One of 
my sisters is a chef and the other makes beau- 
tiful things and I wanted to work with them as 
Td been working quite hard in the property 
company for years and wanted to do some- 
thing a bit more fun and creative. My back- 
ground was in fashion and I missed that nicer 
side of doing pretty things. 


How are your family involved in the shop? 


It’s a local family business and everyone 

helps out — my husband, my parents, even 
the children come in and help sometimes. My 
younger sister Tina makes soft furnishings 
and fabric items just for us: cushions, lavender 
bags and mice, as well as some of the pictures 
on the walls. Some of the cushions on the sofa 
are made by her and sold as well, they're doing 
really well. My other sister is a full-time cook, 
but she and another lady make the cupcakes 
every day. It’s not just the cupcakes, though, 
we do carrot cake and we've got ginger and 
orange cake today. We have a cake of the day, 
so we normally have at least two choices and 


at least six or seven flavours of cupcakes that 
come in each day, as well as a growing menu. 


Q' did the business expand? 


We used to open four days a week and then 

we went on from there. We used to close on 
a Monday, but people would ask us to open, so 
we started opening. People asked for sand- 
wiches and we've now gradually progressed 
into it — I never thought we'd be doing that in 
the beginning. We’re now open seven days a 
week, although we close some Sundays and 
Tm here every day. We need to get organised 
and then I'll take a day off — I’m hoping about 
Easter would be good. 


Q" it a challenge opening your own business? 


There was the worry and stress that goes 

with it, but I had a shop in Canterbury 
years ago so I'd done it all before — and said 
Td never do it again! But I like being busy and 
sometimes I’d love a day off, but when I do I 
don’t know what to do with myself — I talk to 
the walls. We're very lucky, it’s been very suc- 
cessful and we've had a lot of support from 
other local shops and lots of help from friends 
and family. It started out as a small family 
business and it’s just grown and grown. Id like 
to open another one, but I can’t afford to at the 
moment, so we'll see what happens.

Isle crime total 


is knocked back 
for second year 


CRIME has fallen on the isle. Data 
collected from police stations and 
released by the Home Office last 
month show the number of reported 
offences has declined for the second 
year running. 

However, despite total offences falling, some 
crimes are on the increase. 

There were 922 household burglaries reported 
in the year up to June — the highest number 
since 2006 — and drug offences remain high. 

Burglaries in other buildings had fallen to an 
all-time low during 2009 but this year crept up 
by more than 150 incidents. 

This pattern was echoed by offences against 
vehicles, theft and criminal damage, which all 
rose slightly year on year but showed a fall of 
almost a third on 2008. 

Police in Thanet have put together a team 
dedicated to dealing with burglary and vehicle 
theft. Detective Inspector Nick Greenan said: 
“This team provides an additional tactical 
resource and forms part of an ongoing drive to 
combat burglary and vehicle crime. They have

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dent that, with the support of residents, we can 
buck this trend and reduce burglary.” 

Incidents of fraud and forgery remained low, 
having fallen by 40 per cent since 2007. 

Robbery showed a small increase since 
March, but overall figures remained lower than 
their 2008 peak. 

Good news came in the form of the lowest-ever 
reported number of sexual offences, 141 in the 
year leading up to June, the fewest reports of 
violence without injury since 2005 and the 
smallest number of violence-related injuries 
since 2004. 

However, these statistics only show those 
crimes reported to police, an estimated 43 per 
cent of actual incidents. 

With crimes of a sensitive nature such as 
rape, these figures may not be an accurate 
reflection of the true number of attacks. 

Further scrutiny of figures for east Kent, 
including the Canterbury district, showed that 
although sexual offences had fallen, the number 
of most serious sexual offences had risen by 2.1 
per cent.

Children would suffer 
from night flights 


Iam writing to discuss the 
potential night flights over 
Ramsgate, speaking on behalf of 
the children in Ramsgate (and 
other towns that would be affected 
by night flights). 

Although it may not seem like a 
major issue to some people, it is a 
concern to the locals, in particular 
the children. 

If you were at the meeting at 
Chatham House, you will have 
heard all the points against night 
flights from locals such as Sue 
Kennedy and seen the huge crowd 
gathered to protest against Manston 
going ahead with its plans. 

I was surprised that there were 
five councillors missing, since this is 
a major debate. 

Anyway, on to the points against 
night flights, many of which were 
brought up during the course of the 
evening. 

Firstly, the harm that the noise 
can do to children. It has been 
scientifically proven that loud noises 
are not good for anyone, especially 
young children and babies. 

No one should be exposed to more 
than 50 decibels, according to 
studies carried out by scientists, 
and young children and babies 
shouldn’t be exposed to more than 
40 decibels. 

Yet 747s from Manston can make 
60-80 decibels and be heard from 
Ramsgate and St Peters. This is 
bad enough during the day, but 
night-time?! It would be like trying 
to sleep through a tornado. It would 
be practically impossible. 

According to research by Cornell 
University, night flights will result 
in a drop in achievement of 
children at school. 

As everyone knows, children are 
the seeds of the future, and 
underachievement at school could 
result in disaster in 20-30 years’ 
time.

Who cares about the make-up of the Senate, the 
House of Representatives and its effect on beleag- 
uered President Barack Obama? 

America is in trouble. It has 10 per cent unem- 
ployment and is in dire straits financially. It will be 
looking inward for several more years. 

I think the British media’s fascination with 
American political news is easy to explain: laziness. 

We are bombarded with sit-coms, movies and books 
in a language we understand from a country that 
dominates our culture. So editors assume we are like

We have signed up to a United States of Europe and 
we should pay attention to every part of it, from 
Estonia to Portugal (rather than Kentucky to Alaska). 

Our Armed Forces agreement with our oldest of 
enemies yet closest neighbours, the French, is a 
seismic change in the way we, and they, defend our 
respective nations. The story competed for space and 
airtime with Tea Party antics and the outpourings of 
placard-waving white Americans in baseball caps. 

If you think European politics lacks personality, you 
are wrong. 

You want titillation to keep you interested in 
European politics? Look at Italian prime minister 
Silvio Berlusconi, embroiled in a sex-and-abuse-of- 
power scandal that reinforces every Italian male 
stereotype there is. 

Berlusconi makes former US President George W 
Bush look like a hard-hitting intellectual, yet Italy 
costs Britain shedloads of money and, when it comes 
to economic management, ranks right down there 
with the Greeks.

Clir Cameron remains a member of 
Thanet District Council until the 
21st day after the sentence is 
handed down. 

This is to allow any appeal to take 
place and is set out in national 
legislation. 

If no appeal is made, he would 
cease to be a member on 22 
November. 

If an appeal is made, then he 
would normally remain a member 
until the appeal has been decided. 

However, by that date, it is likely 
that Cllr Cameron will not have 
attended a meeting of the council or 
any of its sub-committees within the 
preceding six months. 

He would then be disqualified 
from office for that reason. This is 
likely to take effect on 13 November. 

As all of these dates would be less 
than six months away from the 
District Council elections, a by- 
election would not be held.

LORRY-driver Steven Hole has admit- 
ted causing the death of Margate post- 
man Michael Garner by careless driving. 

Mr Hole, 45, from Swanley, appeared 
before Margate magistrates on Monday, 
November 1, and admitted that a 
momentary lapse of judgement caused 
his cargo lorry to hit 61-year-old Mr 
Garner’s bicycle while driving east in 
Marine Terrace at 3.45am on Friday, 
May 14. 

Mr Garner died of his injuries later 
that day at QEQM Hospital in Margate. 

The case was referred to Canterbury 
Crown Court for sentencing — the maxi- 
mum term is five years in prison. 

Magistrates chairman Ian White said: 
“We do not deem this to be purely a 
momentary lapse. CCTV footage showed 
you had enough time to see the bike. 
There is a likelihood of excess speeding.” 

Hole was granted unconditional bail 
but handed an interim driving ban. 

Mr Garner’s son, speaking after the 
trial, said: “There are no words — I just 
want to know that there is no blame laid 
at my father’s door.”

TYCOON Duncan Bannatyne has 
signalled his confidence in the eco- 
nomic recovery by opening a new 


luxury spa on the isle. 

After almost two years spent battling the 
recession, the Scottish multi-millionaire — a 
star of the hit BBC Two show Dragons’ Den — 
has switched his focus back to expanding his 
fitness empire. 

His most recent investment is the £350,000 
spa at his health club in Broadstairs, which he 
opened on Wednesday last week. 

“During the recession everyone had to batten 
down the hatches and watch what they were 
spending,” said Mr Bannatyne, 61, who has an 
estimated fortune of £320 million. 

“We did that at a board meeting in December 
2008, when we decided not to expand any more 
until things got better, and to instead focus on 
increasing our cashflow and profits. Now the 
economy is recovering we’ve started to grow our 
business again. As our Broadstairs health club 
is one of the biggest in the country, it was the 
next obvious choice for us to develop a spa.” 

Mr Bannatyne’s business career began in his 
20s when he bought an ice-cream van for £450, 
later selling an entire fleet for £28,000, found- 
ing his Quality Care Home business with the 
proceeds. He sold that for £26m in 1996 in addi- 
tion to the children’s nursery chain Just 
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Learning for £22m. The idea for Bannatyne’s 
Fitness was born after a skiing accident in the 
1990s, when Mr Bannatyne struggled to find 
facilities close to his home that would allow him 
to carry out the exercises needed to recover. 

It is now the UK’s largest independent 
health-club operator, with 60 sites across the 
UK employing 5,000 people. It also has more 
than 180,000 members. 

“The health-and-fitness sector is doing well 
because people will always want to work out 
and feel good about themselves,” he said. 

“We have more members than this time last 
year and the health-club sector is up about 2 per

cent. The spa sector is up by about 30 per cent — 
things are moving in the right direction.” 

The new spa at the Westwood Farm site in 
Broadstairs boasts four therapy rooms and a 
dual treatment room for couples and friends to 
share. 

Mr Bannatyne, who has been part of 
Dragons’ Den since the show first aired in 2005, 
said he was always willing to help bright young 
businessmen and women succeed. 

“Tt’s important we have entrepreneurs,” he 
said. “We need the youngsters coming out of 
university to help drive the economic recovery 
in the future.”

“At the moment, I’m touring with some guys 
that I get along with so well, and because 
there’s three of us it’s like we're a little gang 
and that makes it more fun.

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Court rejects French firms challenge to Eurostar fleet upgrade 


EUROSTAR has batted away a court chal- 
lenge from French firm Alstom caused by the 
Channel Tunnel high-speed train operator 
placing an order with rival German train 
maker Siemens. 

The row blew up after Eurostar announced 
a £700 million upgrade to its fleet as part of an 
expansion of services. The current fleet of 28 
trains built by Alstom will be upgraded, but a 
further 10 all-new trains with 20 per cent 
more capacity will come from Siemens. 

Alstom chose to challenge the scheme, alleg- 
ing the new trains would breach safety regula- 
tions for the tunnel and Eurostar failed to fol- 
low procurement rules. 

But a High Court judge rejected the French 
firm’s appeal and Eurostar issued a statement 
afterwards: “We are very pleased that the sit- 
uation has been resolved and we can proceed

Eurostar’s ambitious plans follow clear sig- 
nals from other European operators and con- 
sortia, notably German national carrier 
Deutsche Bahn, that they are also looking at 
expansion of their networks via the tunnel. 

And the prospect of an image-led transatlantic 
airline-style war has been raised by Eurostar’s 
announcement that it will use legendary Italian 
car design house Pininfarina to create a striking 
new identity for the expanded fleet. 

It has been touted as “a contemporary, styl- 
ish environment in which passengers can 
work or relax” and offering “the most 
advanced wi-fi and on-board ‘infotainment’ on 
any train in Europe.”

EVERYTHING you need to know 
about the third feature-length 
installment of the outrageous MTV 
show is encapsulated within the 
consumer advice from the British 
Board of Film Classification: 
“Contains extremely crude and 
dangerous stunts, and strong nudi- 


ty.” 

By crude, the BBFC means vomit, blood and 
excrement aplenty as Johnny Knoxville and 
his daredevil pals attempt another bewilder- 
ing array of pratfalls that defy all common 
sense. 

Since the joke is on the Jackass team, we 
can’t help but laugh as these grown men set 
themselves up for an almighty fall by risking 
life and limb for our supposed amusement. 

The usual tongue-in-cheek disclaimer pref- 
aces all of the gung-ho antics — “Warning: the 
stunts in this movie were performed by profes- 
sionals...” — but it’s doubtful that anyone of 
sound mind will want to recreate the tomfool- 
ery in Jackass 3D. 

Animated duo Beavis and Butthead intro- 
duce the mayhem, which begins gently with a 
sequence called The High Five in which 
unsuspecting members of the team are wal- 
loped in the face by a giant hand. 

The danger factor increases as Steve-O risks 
his ability to bear children in the eye-watering 
Tee Ball and then Knoxville feels the full force 
of Mother Nature in Roller Buffalo. 

Bone-crunching replays in slow motion are 
horrific, the amplified sound leaving us in no 
doubt that the team will be frequent visitors to 
the local accident and emergency department. 

Some of the stunts are childish fun — with- 
standing the blast from the engine of a jet 
plane — while others are plain stupid, like the 
aptly named Electric Avenue, which sees all of 
the team running the gauntlet of suspended 


— 
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stun guns and cattle prods. 

Wee Man and Preston Lacy make mischief 
with super glue in typically puerile fashion, 
and certainly suffer for their lowbrow art, 
while the Sweat Suit Cocktail is repulsive, ask- 
ing Steve-O to drink perspiration collected 
from the body of one of his brothers in mischief. 

These escapades would be hard to stomach 
in 2D but in 3D, there is nowhere to hide as 
bodily fluids splatter the screen. 

Our nausea reaches a crescendo in the Poo 
Cocktail Supreme, which sees Steve-O 
strapped inside a blue portable toilet attached 
to a bungee cord. 


As the cord is released and the portable toi- 
let shoots into the air, cameras inside the flim- 
sy structure capture the horrifying sight of the 
daredevil being swamped in all kinds of nasti- 
ness. 

At its best, Jackass 3D is hysterical, like the 
novel twist on duck hunting, a bruising inter- 
pretation of pinning a tail on the donkey or the 
team’s revolutionary method of pulling a loose 
tooth. 

But for every flash of genius there is also a 
smear of unrestrained filth that will leave 
those of a nervous disposition covering the 3D 
specs in disgust.

Brydon plays the more down-to- 
earth character; never unwilling to 
perform off camera for the public.

Some may argue the series is just 
another case of the media’s own 
fascination with itself, owing much 
to Larry David’s Curb Your 
Enthusiasm. To a certain extent 
theyre right but Brydon and 
Coogan ad lib with style. You know 
these exaggerated versions of 
themselves are not too far from the 
truth giving an insight into what 
it’s like to be in the midst of the 
celebrity world whilst trying to live 
as normally as possible.

It sounds oh so sincere when writing such 
things, but I’m going to say this anyway: there 
was a real sense of the spirit of Christmas 
here.

Stylish Mazda is going up 


in the world after facelift 
ROAD TEST 


USING its Zoom-Zoom marketing, 
clean styling and weight-saving 
design, Mazda is easing into the 
‘more premium’ market niche occu- 


pied by VW and Honda. 

The shift began with the 2002 Mazdaé6, fol- 
lowed in 2007 by an even better version, 
recently given a facelift, and a streamlined 
range concentrating on hatchbacks (from 
£16,995) and estates (from £19,295). 

Our estate test car had the entry level 
152bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine, though past 
experience suggests that the smooth 2.2- 
diesels are the better bet, available in 160bhp 
and 177bhp outputs. Both have good low down 
pulling power — ideal if you intend to buy and 
use the estate to full capacity — and will aver- 
age 50+mpg. 

The bigger-hitter is slightly faster to 62mph 
— 8.7 seconds against 9.2 — but will set you 
back £23,445, being only sold in flagship Sport 
trim. 

A good compromise, and still generous spec, 
is the popular mid-range TS2 we tested; with 
the petrol engine it costs £20,495 and, in jun-

ior 2.2 diesel estate format, £21,495. 

The big highlight of the ‘6’ though, whether 
in hatchback or estate form, is the spacious 
and airy cabin and huge boot with lots of stor- 
age underneath, helped by the lack of a spare 
wheel — part of Mazda’s drive to cut weight, 
consumption and emissions. 

There is an automatic boot cover arrange- 
ment, though this did not always retract prop- 
erly when lifting the test car’s tailgate. One 
Mazda6 hallmark that does succeed brilliant- 
ly, though, is the Karakuri rear seat release 
system now being copied by other makers: one 
pull of the lever in the boot and the correspon- 
ding rear seat flops down automatically to 
make it easy to cram stuff into the load bay. 

There is also plenty of rear legroom, every- 
thing works well and doors close with a nice 
clunk, even though much weight has been 
taken out of the car. 

This is also evident in the handling. The 
Mazda is not skittish, but feels responsive and 
sporty, though some may find the ride firmish. 

A little more evident quality in the cabin 
materials would underpin the marque’s rising 
status, but the controls do their job and fall 
nicely to hand.

Kent look overseas as 
financial worries ease 


KENT may look to recruit one of their for- 
mer stars as an overseas player for next sea- 
son, with Wayne Parnell and Ryan McLaren 
believed to be high on the wish list. 

It now looks as though there may be a 
budget for an overseas player, which will 
almost certainly go on a bowler as the coun- 
tys financial pressure eases after work 
finally got under way on the St Lawrence 
ground redevelopment in September. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace has started 
looking at players available in Kent’s likely 
price range, and said those with experience 
of playing at St Lawrence would be looked 
more favourably upon. 

He said: “Anybody that we know of, be 
that the likes of Wayne Parnell and Ryan 
McLaren — because they have played at 
Kent — will have an advantage over some- 
one we know nothing about. 

“Tt’s important that an overseas player fits 
in our team and that’s why they, and 
Makhaya Ntini were so good for us.” 

It is no secret Kent were impressed with 
Parnell in his two short stints in 2009. But 
it was also the fact being a left-arm seam 
bowler, which helped create rough for spin- 
ner James Tredwell to bow] into, also makes 
him a good overseas option. 

It is likely to mean Parnell would be a 
better acquisition than McLaren, a right- 
arm seamer, but as Farbrace points out, 
there are also other left-arm quick bowlers 
in world cricket. 

He said: “When you have a player like
